RESPONSE TO NOTICE TO FILE MISSING PARTS 

Dear Sir: 

This paper is in response to the Notice to File Missing Parts of a Non-provisional 
Application that was mailed on October 15, 2004. In the Notice to File Missing Parts, the Patent 
and Trademark Office (PTO) indicated that Applicants have failed to provide a properly executed 
Declaration in regard to the above-referenced patent application. Specifically, it appears that the 
PTO is asserting that the oath or declaration is missing. Furthermore, the PTO requested that 
Applicants provide a properly executed Declaration and pay a late-filing fee in order to avoid 
abandonment of the above-referenced application and to facilitate entry of the newly provided 
Declaration. Applicants, however, respectfully assert that a properly executed Declaration was 
filed with the PTO on September 15, 2003.
